2 : Definitions. - In these Rules, unless the context otherwise requires, - 

(a ) " Act" means the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 ( Central Act IV of 


1939) ; 


(b ) : " Claims Tribunal" means a Motor Accidents Claims Tribunal 
constituted under section 110 of the Act ; 
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(c) “ Legal representative " means a person who in law is entitled to 
inherit the estate of the deceased if he had left any estate at the time of his

.administrator of the estate of the deceased. 

3. Application for compensation.-- (1) Every application for payment of 
compensation shall be made in the form appended to these rules and 
shall be accompanied by the fee prescribed therefor in sub -rule (1) of 
rule 23. 

(2 ) Any application which is found defective on scrutiny may be re 
turned by the Tribunal for being submitted after curing the defects within 
a specified time not exceeding two weeks. 

4. Examination of applicant.-- On receipt of an application under rule 3 , 
the Claims Tribunalmay examine the applicant on oath , and the substance 
of such examination , if any , shall be reduced to writing . 

5. Summary dismissal of application . — The Claims Tribunal may, after con 
sidering the application and the statement, if any , of the applicant recorded 
under rule 4 , dismiss the application summarily , if for reasons to be recorded 
it is of the opinion that there are no sufficient grounds for proceeding 
therewith . 


6. Notice to parties involved.- (1) If the application is not dismissed under 
rule 5 , the Claims Tribunal shall send to the owner of the Motor Vehicle 
involved in the accident, its insurer and its driver a copy of the application 
together with a notice of the date on which it will hear the application , and 
may call upon the parties to produce on that date any evidence which they 
may wish to tender. 

(2 ) If the insurer is not impleaded as a party to the application as ori 
ginally filed , or if the name of theinsurer is not correctly given therein , it shall 
be open to the applicant to make an application to the Tribunal for the ap 
propriate amendment to the application for the purpose of bringing the in 
surer on record . 


7. Appearance and examination of parties.- ( 1) The owner of the motor 
vehicle , the insurer and the drivermay, and if so required by the Claims 
Tribunal shall, at or before the first hearing or within such further time as the 
Claims Tribunal may allow , file a written statement dealing with the claim 
raised in the application ,and any such written statement sha form part of the 
record. 

(2) No pleading subsequent to the written statement filed under sub 
rule (1) shall be presented except by the leave of the Tribunal and upon such 
terms as the Tribunal thinks fit , but the Tribunal may at any time require 
• a written statement or additional statement from any of the parties and fix 

a time for presenting the same. 
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( 3 ). If the owner or the insurer or the driver contests the claim , the 
Claims Tribunal may , and if no written statement has been filed it shall, pro 
ceed to examine the owner, the insurer and the driver upon the claim and shall 
reduce the substance of the examination to writing. 

8. Framing of issues.- (1) After perusing the application and the written 
statement, if any, filed under rule 7 and also the result of the examination if 
any , under the samerule, of the parties, the Claims Tribunal shall frame issues 
before evidence is recorded. 

(2) The Tribunal may at any time before pronouncing judgment amend 
or delete issues already framed or frame additional issues on such terms as 
it thinks fit . 

9. Summoning of witnesses. - If an application is presented by any party 
to the proceeding for the summoning of witnesses, the Claims Tribunal shall, 
on payment of the expenses involved , if any, issue summons for the 
appearance of such witnesses unless it considers that their appearance is not 
necessary for a just decision of the case : 

Provided that if in the opinion of the Claims Tribunal, the party is finan 
cially poor, it may not insist on the payment of the expenses involved and the 
same shall be borne by the Government: 

Provided further that in cases where the party succeeds in whole or in 
part, the expenses so incurred by the Government shall be directed to be 
paid to it by the owner or the insurer, as the case may be, of the motor 
vehicle.
